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DECISION ON PETITION 


This is in response to the "PETITION TO CORRECT FILING DATE UNDER 37 CFR 

§§ 1.53(e)(2) and 1.182," filed September 2, 2003, which is properly treated under § 1.53(e)(2).

The above-identified reissue application of patent No. 6,006,517 (Issued December 28,1999) was 
filed on December 27, 2001 , without a reissue declaration.
